2. The reference cited as "X" on the International Search Report do not anticipate or 
render obvious the claims as currently amended. Each of EP 1086981 and EP 890432 
require a polyalcohol component which would appear to preclude the required solubility. 
Each of JP 9-221571, JP 8-176316 and JP 6-107874 recommend copolymers wherein 
the carboxylic acid monomer is a minor component, and therefore are not within the 
scope of "A film which consists essentially of a polyvalent metal salt of a carboxylic acid 
which is the reaction product of carboxyl groups of a poly(carboxylic acid) polymer (A) 
with a polyvalent metal compound (B), wherein the poly(carboxylic acid) polymer (A) is
